NEW YORK, June 10.—‘Rum 


Row” outside the 12-mile limit 
went on the air last night. 
One of the captains of the fleet 
was interviewed, and a broadcaster 
who had gone out from New York 
on a yacht described the scene over 
a nationwide hookup. ; 

The Row is not so prosperous as 
it once was, the captain said. Now- 
adays a ship has to hang around 
out there a month sometimes be- 
fore it has a chance to unload. 

Sale of liquor is legal outside the 
12-mile limit, but between the Row 
and New York is where the coast 
guard comes in—so efficiently, the 
captain said, that deliveries have 
been cut down 20 per cent. One 
cargo out of every five is lost. 

“Not more than 10 per cent of 
the liquor they drink in New York 
comes from out here,” the- captain 
said. “The rest is made in the 
bathtub.” 


MELLON, SAILING FOR ENGLAND 
TO SEE SON, SAYS HE’S SICK 


Secretary of Treasury Repulses 
Photographers; No Intention to 
Discuss War Debts.

NEW YORK, June 10.—Andrew 


W. Mellon, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, sailed today on the Maure- 


tania for England, where he will | 


attend the post-graduation of his 
son, Paul, at Clear College, Cam- 
bridge. 

Told there is belief in England 
that he is going there to discuss 
war debts and reparations, Mellon’s 
only reply was: “Sorry if they 
think so. I am not.” 

He said the sole purpose of his 
trip was to be with his son, and 
that he did not expect to remain 
in England more than a week. 

To photographers who insisted 
he pose, he said: “I came here ex- 
pecting quiet. I am sick and do 
not wish to be bothered. Please 


leave me alone.” 


47 IN ALLEGED CAPONE 
LIQUOR RING ARE INDICTED 


Federal Grand Jury at Joplin 
Names Woman Among Others 
Arrested at Kansas City. 

By the A iated Press. 
"JOPLIN, Mo., June 10.—Forty- 


seven persons described by Feder- 
al agents as members of a liquor 
ring formed by Al Capone with 
headquarters at Kansas City, were 
indicted here today by a Federal 
grand jury. \ 

Among them were Miss Rose- 
mary Lyons, city delinquent tax col- 
lector, Kansas City; June Kathrens, 
head of a transfer company, and 
John Lazia, North Side Kansas City 
politician, previously arrested. 

The names of 11 persons were 
withheld pending arrests. 

The indictment named the North 
Side Finance Co., operated by Lazia 
and Charles Corrolla, which the 
Government alleges, financed the 
handling of liquor.

WEIHAIWEI, China, June 10.— 


Twenty fathoms (120 feet) under 
the Yellow Sea, eight men in the 
sunken British submarine Poseidon 
waited helplessly today while on the 
surface desperate efforts to rescue 
them proceeded. 

The parent ship Medway was 
able to maintain communication 


with the submersible while the 
naval vessels Hermes and Cumber- 
land worked with a Japanese salv- 
age ship to raise the hulk off the 
bottom. Naval officials think they 
could do that within a few hours 

The eight men still living were 
thought to be the only ones of the 
18 missing after the submarine col- 
lided with the Chinese steamer 
Yuta 21 miles north of this port, 
shortly after noon yesterday. 

The other 10 were thought to 
have been trapped in one of the 
compartments from which rescue 
would be virtually impossible even 
if they were still alive. 


Five officers and 30 men were 


Saved, six of them popping up 
through the water within four 
hours after the disaster. They had 


used the Davis escape apparatus is- 
sued to British submarine crews 
only recently. Two of them died 
shortly after they were taken out 
cf the water and one of the re- 
maining four is still in serious con- 
dition. 

When the Yuta struck the Posei- 
don, engaged in training maneu- 
vers, it tore a huge hole in the sub- 
marine’s side and the submarine 
Sank rapidly. 


Description of “Third Lung,” Which 
Six Men Used in Escape. 
By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, June 10. — Six men 
who escaped from the sunken sub- 
marine Poseidon used the invention

of a Londoner, R. H. Davis, who 
provided them with what is de- 
scribed as a “third lung,” résem- 
bling a life-belt with a gas mask 
attached. The device enables men 
trapped in a submarine to breathe 
freely until they have a chance to 
escape. 

“It is 12 months since the appa- 
ratus was first served out as part 
of the equipment of submarine 
crews,’’ Gorman Davis, the inven- 
tor’s son, said today. “It consists 
of a breathing bag carried on a 
man’s chest and a buoyancy appa- 
ratus. To the bag is attached a 
cylinder of oxygen and the man 
inhales and exhales air which is 
being continually purified in the 
bag. With one of these bags it is 
possible for a man to live an ap- 
preciable time under water. Gog- 
gles are used to protect the eyes. 

“If there is life aboard a sub- 
marine after she is sunk it is pos- 
sible with this apparatus to escape 
to the surface no matter how deep 
the vessel may be. 

“Pressure in one chamber must 
be raised—usually by flooding— 
until it equals that outside the ship. 
Then hatches may be opened and 
the men escape. Should they be 
injured or too weak to help them- 
selves much, the apparatus is suf- 
ficiently buoyant to carry them 
safely to the surface and Keep them 
afloat. Should there be other men 
alive in the Poseidon there still 
seems a chance that with this es- 
cape apparatus they may get free.”’ 


UNPAID PUBLIC EMPLOYES

$5,195,000 in Salaries Owed by City 
and County as Nurses Fail 
to Get Checks.

5A MILLION DEFICIT 
IN RICHFIELD OlL 
FIRMS’ AGLOUNTS 


California Official Alleges 
Mismanagement and 
Stock Juggling After 
Eight Months’ Inquiry. 


REPORT OFFERED 
TO PROSECUTOR 


Special Attention Called to 
Affairs of Four Officers 
—TIwo Companies Now 
in Receivership. 


By the Associated Press. 
LOS ANGELES, Cal., June 10.— 


Raymond L. Haight, State Com- 
missioner of Corporations, an- 
nounced today a partial investiga- 


tion of the affairs of the Richfield 
Oil Co. of California and the Rich- 
field Co. disclosed a total deficit 
of $54,219,091.25 through alleged 
mismanagement and stock jug- 
gling. 

Haight’s findings were contained 
in a report submitted to Buron 
Fitts, Los Angeles County District 
Attorney, and were the result of an 
eight months’ investigation of the 
Richfield concerns, now in the 
hands of receivers. 

The report called attention spe- 
cifically to the acc unts Of fvur 
former officers of the concerns, C. 
M. Fuller, resigned president of 
the Richfield Oil Co. of California, 
James A. Talbot, chairman of the 
board, who yesterd’~ filed bank- 
ruptcy proceedings in San Fran- 
cisco: R. W. McKee, assistant to 
the chairman of the board, and A. 
M. Kelly, vice president. 

Haight asserted their expendi- 
tures, allegedly unauthorized, 
showed payment c” expenses in- 
curred by Fuller’s and Talbot’s 
sons, advances ¢o their wives, up- 
keep of yachts, club dues and pay- 
ments on expensive jewelry. 

“Our examination reveals numer- 
ous unauthorized withdrawals and 
misappropriations of corporate 
funds in an amount exceeding $1,- 
000,000 by officers and employes of 
the Richfield Oil Co. of California,” 
Haight’s report said. He declared 
there were ‘‘strong indications” 
that corporate records had been 
| falsified in at least two instances. 


$2,950,000 Liabilities, $2,220,000 As- 
sets in Bankruptcy Action.

James A. Talbot, who rose from a 
clerkship to the presidency of the 
Western Pipe and Steel Co. and 
played a leading part in formation 
of the Richfield Oil Co., has asked 
Federal Court here to declare him 
bankrupt. 

Filing a voluntary petition in 
bankruptcy, Talbot declared his lia- 
bilities were $2,950,000 against to- 
tal assets of $2,220,000.

AS MURDERER OF 
WOMAN ON BEACH 


Miss Starr Faithfull’s Body 
‘Found 3 Days After She 
Left With Him and Sec- 
ond Suspect. 


MASSACHUSETTS MAN 
ONE OF TWO NAMED 


Long Island Prosecutor 
Says She Was Assaulted, 
Killed in New York and 
Dumped Into Ocean. 


By the Asgociated Press, 
NEW YORK, June 10. — Miss 


Starr Faithfull, missing since Fri- 
day, was found dead in the surf 
at Long Beach, L. I., Monday. 

An investigation is proceeding 
on the theory she was murdered. 

District Atterney Edwards of 
Nassau County, said she had been 
assaulted Lefore she was killed 
and search was poeing made for 
two men, one ot whom is described 


as a prominent politician. 

Edwards said the men had been 
seen in the company of the 25- 
year-old woman after she left her 
home at 12 St. Lukes place, a few 
doors from the residence of Mayor 
Walker. 

The killing occurred in New 
York, the Prosecutor said, after 
which the woman’s body was 
placed in an automobile, taken to 
Long Beach, transferred to a row- 
boat and dropped into the ocean. 
Long Beach is about 25 miles from 
Manhattan. 


Massachusetts Man Sought. 


After questioning Stanley E. 
Faithfull, the woman’s stepfather, 
her mother and sister, Edwards de- 
parted for Boston with Police In- 
spector King after intimating that 
one of the men sought was from 
Massachusetts, 

Stanley E. Faithfull denied to- 
day that he had furnished Ed- 
wards with information that would 
involve “a prominent New York 
politician.” The man believed re- 
sponsible for the girl's death, 
Faithfull said, “is not in any way 
connected with the Government of 
New York City.” Faithfull said 
there was “a Boston man,” whom 
he declined to name, “who I think 
would be able to throw light on 
my stepdaughter’s assailant.” 

Faithfull expressed the belief 
that Miss Faithfull might have 
met her slayer soon after she left 
home last Friday morning. She 
met someone at the corner near 
their home, Faithfull said, “and 
this person probably introduced 
her to the man responsible for her 
death.”’ 


Daughter of Boston Merchant. 


Miss Faithfull was the daughter 
of Frank W. Wyman II, Boston 
merchant, His marriage to her 
mother, the present Mrs. Helen 
Faithfull, was terminated by a di- 
vorce in 1924. 

Police had been examining a 
theory that Miss Faithfull might 
have fallen or been thrown from 
an outbound liner. Police said they 
learned that a young woman an- 
swering her description had been 
seen on the Cunard Line pier on the 
day Miss Faithfull disappeared. 

Assistant District Attorney Lit- 
County said he 
learned that shortly before the 
Mauretania sailed on a week-end 
cruise to the Bahamas, Miss Faith- 
full was escorted off the ship by 
a steward and placed in a taxicab. 
She was described as being intox- 
icated. 

Two weeks ago a woman, who 
police think was Miss Faithfull, was 
put off an outbound liner when 
it was found she had no ticket. At 
that time, police said she became 
hysterical when transferred to a 
tug and cried, “Kill me. Throw me 
overboard.” ; 


Boston Man Gives Information to 
Investigators of Killing.

BOSTON, June 10.—Francis Pea- 


body Hamlin, an employe of the 
Boston office of the Cunard Steam- 
ship Line, today voluntarily con- 
ferred with New York and Boston 
officials investigatig the death of 
Miss Starr Faithfull. 

District Attorney Edwards of 
Nassau County, N. Y., said Hamlin 
gave him “extremely reliable infor- 
mation.” Hamlin said he had 
known the dead girl since 1928, 
but only im a business way, inves- 
tigation officers said. 

Edwards said he received word 
from a medical examiner who ex- 
amined the woman’s body that her 
death was caused by drowning in 


‘shallow water.

Earth Tremors Attributed Either 
to Meteor or to Ex- 
plosion.

TOLEDO, O., June 10.—Heavy 


earth shocks caused by the falling 
of a large meteor or by some pow- 
erful explosive shook northwestern 
Ohio and estern Indiana today. 
Thousands of persons were 
awakened by the shock and win- 
dows were broken in houses at a 


considerable distance from the 
apparent focus of the disturbance. 

The center of the shocks was a 
large hole 10 feet in diameter and 
five feet deep, on the Henry Pohl- 
man farm a half mile uorth of 
Malinta, O. 

The heaviest damage was within 
a 300-foot radius of the spot. In 
this circle, four telephone poles 
were broken, and small trees 
knocked over. A field of oats was 
crushed to the ground, 

Although the farm house of 
Charles Babcock, only 600 feet 
away, was undamaged except for 
broken windows, the shocks were 
of such intensity they were felt at 
Findlay, Fostoria, Bluffton, Conti- 
nental, Napoleon, Columbus Grove, 


Wauseon, and in several towns 
in Indiana. 

The shock occurred about 2 a. 
m. Police at Findlay said 


there apparently were three shocks, 
the first one light, the second 
heavy enough to disturb persons 
asleep, and the third light. 

No meteor ‘was visible in the 
It was pointed 
out that if a meteor had struck 
there it probably would have cov- 
ered itself with dirt. 

M. J. Tobias, of Grelton, who ex- 
amined the hole, said the earth 
wos loosened as if by a nitro- 
glycerine explosion. No caches of 
explosives were reported to have 
been at that place. 

Farmers dug several feet with. 
out finding any trace of a meteor. 
“ Neighbors said they saw a 
brilliant flash of light Hke an ex. 
plosion at the surface of the 
ground. No one was found, how- 
ever, who knew of any explosives 
being transported in that vicinity, 


although there are oil and gas 
fields not far away where nitro- 
glycerine might be used.

Ray 
Meyers, our radio man, can scarce- 
ly get into his cubby hole. 

The weather promises good go- 
ing ahead.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 10. — 
The cross-examination of Larry 
Brunk, suspended State Treasurer, 
in his impeachment trial before the 
State Senate, which was adjourned 
at 10 o’clock last night, was re- 
sumed when the Senate convened 
thig morning. 

In the early stages of the exam- 
inution, representative Rush Lim- 
baugh of the house managers pros- 
ecuting Brunk carried the witness 
through a detailed questioning 
concerning virtually all the _ evi- 
dence which had been introduced 
regarding the “Brunk rent ac- 
count,” the defrauding of the State 
by the Bank of Aurora and the 
failure of the treasurer to detect 
the fraud. 

Limbaugh produced sheets of the 
Bank of Aurora on which interest 
calculations on the State fund had 
been made, the sheets bearing a 
State Treasurer's receipt stamp, in- 
dicating on their face that they 
had been forwarded to the Treas- 
urer’s office. They were offered 
in an effort to show. that informa- 
tion as to the incorrect calcula- 
tions had reached the Treasurer's 
office. 

Brunk denied that they ever had 
been received at his office and de- 
nied that the receipt stamp had 
been placed on them in his office. 
He said he could not explain how 
they had been stamped. 

Expected Cash From FEdlin., 

There had been testimony of 
witnesses that at the time the 
Bank of Aurora failed and an at- 
tempt was being made to recor- 
ganize it, Brunk had told the re- 
organization committee that he 
would be able to raise $75,000 of 
the new money the Finance Com- 
missioner demanded should be 
placed in the bank. There had 
been no evidence as to how Brunk, 
who owed the bank $25,000, was 
to get the money. 

Under the cross-examination, he 
said that he expected to get it from 
Edlin, and that Edlin had prom- 
ised to supply it. 

There was a discrepancy between 
Brunk’'s testimony and that of wit- 
nesses who said he had promised 
to obtain the money. They testi- 
fied that when the depositors’ com- 
mittee met the Finance Commis- 
sioner the night before the bank 
was closed, the arrangement by 
which Brunk was to put up the 
$75,000 had been made with them. 
Brunk fixed the occasion on which 


-Edlin had promised to advance the 


money as some time after the bank 
closed, possibly a week later. 
Additional information was eb- 
tained from Brunk as to his social 
associations with the promoters of 
the Pierre Chouteau bonds. There 
had been testimony of dinners with 
Edlin, the underwriter of the bonds, 
and with Norwine, the bond sales- 
man. Brunk told of another occa- 
sion, on which he accompanied 
Harold Willson of 8t. Louis, who 
had undertaken to sell the bonds, to 
Chicago, where he joined a party 
which included Willson and Nor- 
wine on a two-day boat trip on 
Lake Michigan. Brunk insisted, 
however, that he paid his own ex- 
penses, and that at the various din- 
ners he sometimes paid the bill and 
sometimes Norwine paid. 
Denies Hotel Record. 

In the early testimony in the 
case, it had been brought out that 
Brunk’s name was signed on the 
register of the Hotel Bismarck in 
Chicago June 3, 1929, and that 
Brunk’s expense accounts im the 
State Auditor's office showed he

WORLD EX-EMPLOYES LOSE 
CLAIM ON PULITZER ESTATE 


New York Surrogate Rules Against 
J. W. Barrett and Foster Gil- 
roy Who Sued Trustees, 


By the Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, June 10.—Surro- 


gate James A. Foley today ruled 
that neither James W. Barrett, for- 
mer city editor of the New York 
World, nor Foster Gilroy, assistant 
business manager of the paper, had 
any interest in the principal of the 
estate of Joseph Pulitzer as editors 
of the now defunct New York 
World. 

The two newspaper executives 
had sued the trustees of the late 
publisher's estate contending that 
they were entitled to a share of the 
proceeds of the sale of the World, 
under a clause of the will which 
provided for the distribution from 
time to time of one-tenth of the 
profits of the paper amongst the 
principal editors and managers. 

Surrogate Foley denied Barrett 
and Gilroy the right to intervene 
because he said they were never 
designated as beneficiaries by the 
trustees under Mr. Pulitzer’s will 
and codicils. 

“Even those persons who were 
designated as recipients by the 
trustees had no right to intervene 
in an accounting or other appro- 
priate proceeding,’ he said. “Un- 
der the terms of the will and the 
course of administration of the 
trust, those designated were only 
entitled to specified amounts at 
specified times out of one-tenth 
income of the trust. The designa- 
tions were not permanent or con- 
tinuing.”

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DESCRIBES KILLING OF 
TWO MEXICAN YOUTHS 


Surviving Companion of Stu- 
dents Testifies in Hearing 
of Accused Deputies. 
By the Associated Press. 
ARDMORE, Ok., June 10.—His 
story of the slaying of Emilio Cor- 
tes Rubio, young cousin of the 
President of Mexico, and Manuel 
Garcia Gomez, his student com- 
rade, was told in County Court here 
today by Salvador Cortes Rubio, 
surviving companion of the Mexi- 
can students at the preliminary 
hearing of Deputy Sheriffs W. E. 
Guess and Cecil Crosby on charges 
of murder. The two deputies were 
held for trial in district court at 
their own election. 
The witness pointed out Guess as 
the man who shot his friends here 
early last Monday but denied the 
deputies’ story that they had in- 
formed him they were officers. He 
did not know whether his friends 
had drawn pistols before Guess 
fired as the deputies stated. Sal- 
vador heard only two shots fired, 
he said, apparently by Guess. 
The witness, 24 years old, said he 
and his friends arrived in Ard- 
more near midnight Sunday, trave- 
eling homeward from St. Benedict's 
College at Atchison, Kan. They 
stopped at a stand for a sandwich 
but Gomez, suffering from malaria, 
did not leave the car. Gomez 
wore a blanket about his should- 
ers. 
Then they drove three blocks 
past a filling station and stopped. 
Salvador said he left the car and 
went to the sidewalk. An automo- 
bile following their machine, he 
said, stopped in front of the 
youths’ car. 
“Crosby got out and asked me 
what I was doing,” Salvador said. 
“I explained and he told me to 
move on. Then I heard a discus- 
sion between Crosby and my com- 
panions but I couldn't tell what 
was said.” 
Later he saw Guess standing by 
the Mexicans’ car, also talking with 
the youths. Crosby called to him 
to return to the front of his car. 
“When I was in front of my car I 
heard two shots. They were fired 
from the right hand side, appar- 
ently by Mr. Guess.” 
When the shooting was over 
Guess searched him and handed 
him over to a city policeman, he 
said. In his car he saw Emilio, 
his cousin. Gamez was lying out- 
side the car on the ground. 
Salvador told the Court he did 
not think either Emilio or Gomez 
fired a shot. Neither he nor his 
companions had ever been in any 
trouble before, he testified. 
On cross-examination he _ said 
two automatic pistols, a shotgun 
and some ammunition were in the 
automobile. The pistols were owned 
by Gomez, who apparently had 
them for protection. He was un- 
able, to state whether cither of the 
Mexican youths had drawn pistols 
when approached by the officers. 
Mathew Alexander, city police- 
man, said Guess asked him to 
search for a gun: t the scene of the 
shooting and he found a weapon 
cocked and ready to fire. 
Two physicians testified Gomez 
had two chest wounds and that 
Cortezs Rubio's chest was pierced 
by one bullet.

MacDonald Has No Present Plan 
for World Conference.

Limbaugh attempted to get 
Brunk to admit that his name on 
the Chicago hotel register was in 
Norwine’s handwriting, but Brunk 
said he could not identify it. 

Why Norwine Wasn't Called. 
Limbaugh made much of Brunk’s 
failure to ask Norwine to appear 
as a witness in his own behalf, just 
as previously he dwelt at great 
length on the failure of the defense 
to call as a witness D. W. Tudor, 
chief clerk in the Treasurer’s of- 
fice, who handled the interest pay- 
ments, and who was the one man 
who was in a position to have full 
information about them. 


Brunk said he saw Norwine in 
Chicago about two weeks before 
the trial opened, but he could not 
recall] that they discussed the ques- 
tion of whether Norwine would 


serve as a witness for the defense. 


Pressed to say why he did not ask 
Norwine to be a witness, Brunk, at 
first said that he knew the prose- 
cution had summoned him. He 
changed that later, however, to say 
that he did not learn of the sum- 
mons issued for Norwine until after 
his return from Chicago. The pros- 
ecution never was able to get serv- 
ice on him. 

Transactions Mostly in Cash. 


Limbaugh then went into the 
loan of $1000 which Brunk testi- 
fied he received from Edlin in St. 
Louis in January, 1930, about eight 
months after he first met him, and 
into Brunk’s story of the repay- 
ment of the loan. 

This testimony added to the 
previous record that Brunk fol- 
lowed the peculiar practice of hav- 
ing virtually all his transactions in 
cash. He received cash from Ed- 
lin, he said, and later repaid the 
loan in cash. One payment of $500 
was made in a hotel room in Au- 
rora when only Edlin, Mrs. Edlin 
and Brunk were present. The 
other $500 was repaid in a hos- 
pital room in Chicago, where Edlin 
was sick, and that also was in 
cash. It was paid in the presence 
of Edlin, and Mr3a. Edlin. Brunk 
thought a nurse also was in the 
room at the time but was not cer- 
tain. 

In explaining deposit of the $10,- 
000 received from Edlin in the 
Commerce Trust Co. in Kansas 
City, opening a new account, in- 
stead of in the First National Bank 
in Jefferson City, where he had an 
account, Brunk had stated on di- 
rect examination that he owed the 
Jefferson City bank $925 and was 
fearful that the bank would inaist 
on having the debt paid. He said 
he had borrowed the money from | 
Edlin for a particular purpose — 
to pay off the notes at the Bank 
of Aurora—and did not want any 
of it used for any other purpose. 

Drew Aguinst $10,000 Loan. 
On the cross-examination Lim- 
baugh drew from Brunk admissions 
that he had drawn checks against 
the $10,000 to a total of approxi- 
mately $3300 before paying any- 
thing at Aurora. These checks in- 
cluded one for $829 to make a pay- 
ment on a mortgage on a farm in 
Barry County, one for %1500 to 
take up an overdraft in the Jecffer- 
son City bank, one for $650 to help 
Adams of the Bank of Aurora, who 
was in financial difficulties, one 
for $150, the purpose of which he 
could not remember, and one fer 
$255 for a payment on a farm loan. 

After making these payments, he 
drew a check for $9000 to pay on 
the Aurora bank indebtednoas, and 
also a check on his account in the 
Jefferson City bank for $123 for 
the same purpose. The $9000 
check caused an overdraft in the 
Commerce Trust Co. account of 
$2384, which was taken care of 
the following day by a loan of 
$2500 which he obtained from Al- 


the Commerce Trust Co. Brunk 
said he had arranged for the loan 
before writing the $9000 check and 
thought the money had been placed 
|to his credit. 

“But the fact is,” asked Lim- 
baugh, “that you had paid out for 
entirely different purposes approx~ 
imately $3300 of this $10,000 which 
you would not deposit in the First 
National Bank in Jefferson City 
because you had obtained it for a 
particular purpose and did-not want 
any of it used even for the pur- 
pose of meeting a debt you owed 
to the Jefferson City bank?” 


Brunk said he had drawn out the 
money and used it for the purposes 
stated, but insisted that at the time 
he wrote the checks he knew he 
would get the money to replace it. 

It was shown that the checks 
drawn were dated between June 
24, 1930, and July 2, and the loan 
from Newman was credited to his 
account July 15. 

Quizzeda on Edlin Loan. 
limbaugh questioned Brunk 
closely as to why he went to Edlin, 
whom he had known only a short 
time, to obtain the $1000 and the 
$10,000 he borrowed from Edlin 
instead of going to his old friends 
in Aurora, who, he had testified, 
had made loans to him in years 
past. Brunk said that few of his 
Aurora friends had any money. 

Questioned as to why he had not 
gone to M. T. Davis of Aurora, who 
testified as a character witness for 
him, Brunk said he did not con- 
sider Davis a wealthy man. He 
admitted that Davis qualified for 
$80,000 on the bonds of Adams and 
Easley, the Aurora bankers, when 
they were arrested following the 
failure of the Bank of Aurora, but 
said he had not heard of Davis 
lending any money for a long time. 


At the beginning Limbaugh tried 
to show that Brunk, while State 
Senator in 1925, 1926 and 1927, 
held various other Statc positions— 
purchasing agent at the Peniten- 
tiary, secretary of the Public Serv- 
ice Commission and Secretary of 
the Workmen’s Compensation Com- 
mission—in violation of the Consti. 
tution. The Constitution prohibits 
any member of the Legislature from 
holding any other State office dur- 
ing the term for which he is elect- 
ed to the Legislature. Brunk’'s at- 
torney, John G. Madden, raised an 
immediate objection to the line of 
questioning and was sustained by 
the Senate. 

Limbaugh bronght out forcibly in 
his questioning of Brunk that there 
was no check by him or the em- 
ployes under his direction on inter- 
est money due the State. He de- 
veloped that while the chief. clerk 
in the Treasurer's office called to 
his attention the failure of another 
bank to make correct interest re- 
mittances, Brunk made no inquiry 
as to the remittances by the Bank 
of Aurora. 


Promise of Favurs to Backers. 

Limbaugh wove together the 
disconnected threads of Brunk’s 
evidence, attempting in the cross- 
examination to connect a letter 
written by Brunk to E. R. Adams, 
president, and M. T. Easiey, cashier 
of the Bank of Aurora, in 1927, 
promising that he would do them 
many favors if he were elected 
State Treasurer, with an arrange- 
ment Brunk had with them to fi- 
nance his campaign, and with the 
interest frauds which developed 
after Brunk took office. 

Brunk insisted that, although the 
letter was written at a time when 
he was a candidate and when the 
bank was pressing him to pay his 
indebtedness, he considered it only 
such a letter as any candidate for 
office might write. He said he 
had no particular favors in mind, 
and that he did not give it a 
thought after he wrote it. Pressed 
by Limbaugh as to the type of fa- 
vors he contemplated when he 
made the promise, Brunk finally 
said: “Oh, such favors as getting 
State Fair passes for Easley.” 
“But,” Limbaugh said, “you could 
get State Fair passes as a State 
Senator, couldn’t you?” Brunk ad- 
mitted that he could. 

Repudiated Credits. 
Limbaugh took up a letter in- 
troduced on the direct examination, 
written by Brunk to Finance Com- 
missioner Cantley after Brunk was 
suspended from office last October, 
repudiating the credits of $650

After he had again gone over 
his direct testimony that he had 
believed T. W. Tudor, his chief 
clerk, was calculating the interest 
of all depositories, Limbaugh 
asked him whether Tudor had tola 
him that he had calculated the in- 
terest for the Bank of Aurora ac- 
count, and that it had not oc. 
curred to him to ask Tudor wheth- 
er he had done’ so, 


Aurora Bank Gave No Bond. 


Limbaugh read into the record 
the official notice asking for bids 
for State deposits, in which there 
was a requirement that a success- 
ful bidder, in addition to putting 
up securities in the amounts _re- 
quired by law, must give a bond 
equal to 35 per cent of the amount 
of money the bank would receive 
under its bid. 


He then elicited from Brunk the 
admission that while the Bank of 
Aurora in March, 1929, had bia 
for two-eightieths of the State 
money, instead of one-eightieth, the 
amount it had previous to. that 
time, it never executed a contract 
and did not give the bond required. 
Nevertheless, it received the addi-

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RAILROADS ADVISED 
10 RUN MOTOR LINES 


Committee .Report at Superin- 
tendents’ Convention Dis- 
cusses Truck Competition. 


Inauguration of motor transport 
service by the railroads to meet the 
competition of truck lines was rec- 
ommended by a committee headed 
by T. M. Flynn of Minneapolis, 
superintendent of the Northern 
Pacific railroad, at yesterday's ses- 
sion of the American Association of 
Railroad Superintendents at Hotel 
Jefferson. 

More than 300 delegates regis- 
tered and more were expected to- 
day. The annual dinner and dance 
will be held jointly with the Traf- 
fic Club of St. Louis tonight, with 
s. O. Dunn, editor of Railway Age, 
as the principal speaker, and E. 
H. McReynolds, assistant to the 
president of the Missouri Pacific, 
as toastmaster. 

The operating committee headed 
by Flynn emphasized means of 
making local freight schedules fast- 
er and more convenient, to meet 
the door to door service offered by 
the trucking companies. Some 
lines, it reported, had been able to 
rearrange local freight schedules to 
fit the needs of shippers by making 
up mixed freight and passenger 
trains. 

Night Merchandise Trains. 

Opinions varied, Flynn reported, 
on the operation of night merchan- 
dise trains for early morning de- 
livery. One railroad had regained 
considerable business from trucks 
and found that the service created 
a friendly feeling among customers. 
Another in the same territory had 
tested out the service and discon- 
tinued it. : 

For longer hauls the committee 
advocated through merchandise 
trains with careful classification of 
freight to eliminate unnecessary 
switching and handling. Delay at 
the terminal, it pointed out, would 
defeat the time saving en route. 

Tracks Service Successful. 

But the brunt of truck compe- 
tition, said the committee, falls on 
the railroad divisions near the dis- 
tributing center, where truck serv- 
ice was convenient for the short 
haul, picking up~- freight at -the 
door of the shipper and delivering 
it to the door of the consignee. The 
best answer for this sort of com- 
petition, the committee recom- 
mended, Was for the railroad to 
establish its own motor transport 
line, as one railroad, cited by the 
report, had done. 

“Results have been very gratify- 
ing, especially between the larger 
cities,” reported the committee. 
“Merchandise shipments between 
two of the larger cities increased 
about 15 per cent and some of the 
short haul, less than carload lot 
freight was regained. At one time 
36 competing highway trucks were 
operating between two of the 
larger cities. Since the inaugura- 
tion of the railroad’s service the 
number has been reduced to 12 and 
these are operated by wholesale 
concerns, which in all probability 
will discontinue when the trucks 
require replacement.” 


Truck Association Executives F.nd 
Convention. 

The Truck Association Executives 
of America concluded their annual 
conference, with delegates from 24 
Midwestern States, at Hotel Jeffer- 
son yesterday, after adopting a res- 
olution urging full reciprocity of 
truck licenses between states, to 
eliminate multiplication of taxes on 
truck tiues ir interstate coninerce.

Failing to Get Separate Maine 
tenance, Former Asylum 
Inmate Uses Pistol.

FREEPORT, Ill, June 101.—£ 
few minutes after the court had 
denied her plea for separate 
maintenance, Mrs. Vera Witte, 30 
years old, shot and killed her hus- 
band, William, 53, in front of the 
Stevenson County Courthouse here 


| yesterday. 


She had stepped into her auto- 
mobile and trailed Witte, an engl- 
neer, a few feet up the block. Then 
she stopped the machine, jumped 
to the sidewalk beside him and 
fired three times. As Witte fell, 
several passersby seized the woman 
and she was taken to jail. 

The Wittes had been involved in 
disputes ever since a month after 
their marriage in May, 1930. Witte 
sued for a divorce for cruelty, but 
lost. Then his wife sought sepa- 
rate maintenance. Her suit was 
heard and denied by Judge Wil- 
liam J. Emerson of Oregon yester- 
day afternoon, 

Both Witte and his wife had 
been twice married. He had twe 
grown sons by the first marriage, 

Authorities learned Mrs. Witte 
had shot her first husband, Ralph 
Amoth of Minneapolis, when they 
were living there. He got a di- 
vorce. 

Mrs. Witte told the Sheriff she 
“slept with a gun under her pile 
low.” For a month last year she 
had been confined in the state asy- 
lum at Watertown, authorities said, 
but Witte and her stepfather, F. C. 
Winning; obtained her release. 

The State’s Attorney said he 
would charge her with first degree 
murder.

ATTORNEY LISTS OBJECTIONS 


TO CLAYTON-CONWAY ROUTE 


Walter R. Mayne Points Out High Cost of 
Right of Way, Damage to Estates and 
- Congestion of Traffic in City. 


Walter R. Mayne, attorney for 
72 residents and property owners 
along the Clayton-Conway compro- 
mise route selected by the State 
Highway Commission for the su- 
perhighway across St. Louis Coun- 
ty, ued the following statement 
to Pa press, objecting to this 
routing: 

“It is indeed disappointing that 
the Missouri State Highway Com- 


mission hes so ruthlessly disre- 
garded the wishes of a large ma- 
jority of the people of St. Louis 
and St. Louis County, as to the 
location of superhighway No. 40 
south of the Clayton road. 

“The commission, by its arbi- 
trary decision, in order to carry 
out the fancies and dreams of cer- 
tain engineers, ignored the &t 
Louis County Court and the St. 
Louis County Plan Association, who 
have heretofore disapproved the 
Bartholomew report locating su. r- 
highway No. 40 south of the Clay- 
ton road. The. so-called compre- 
hensive Bartholomew survey fas 
never been approved by the St. 
Louis County Court or the Pian 
Association, although the sarie nas 
been on file since July 1, 1930. 

County Court on Record. 

“The St. Louis County Court 1s 
on record with the commission re- 
fusing to approve the location of 
superhighway No. 40, and recom- 
mending the alternate routes of the 
Delmar survey line, Page avenu? 
and Olive Street road. 

“The commission, by its action, 
has failed to secure the consent of 
the St. Louis County Court, which 
in our opinion is necessary under 
the provisions of law providing for 
a State highway system. 

‘One of the reasons given by tre 
commission for the location of su- 
perhighway No. 40 is that it divides 
the territory more evenly. This 
may be true, but it also divides 
beautiful and valuable estates into 
useless ground only good for gasc- 
line stations, hot-dog stands, and 
a highway for the use of hog and 
produce trucks and other similar 
heavy traffic. Needless to say that 
real estate values will be gréxtly 
depreciated and prospective prop- 
erty .ownrcrs will be skeptical in 
purchasing county real estate. 

“Another reason given by com- 
mission was that the highway 
could handle interstate and local 
traffic more quickly. The same 
results could have been accom- 
plished by using the Delmar Survey 
Line, and even a better distribu- 
tion of traffic could be secured as 
some of the traffic could have been 
diverted into Delmar avenue, into 
the city of St. Louis and the ulti- 
mate Clayton-Overland and Chou- 
teau and Free Bridge route still 
maintained without bringing all of 
the traffic into the bottle neck at 
Oakland avenue and Kingshigh- 
way. 

Cost of Right of Way. 

“As to the saving of mileage and 
cost of construction, we can only 
assume the engineer is correct, but 
this case will be negligible as com- 
pared to the cost of acquiring the 
right-of-way worth thousands of 
dollars per acre and the destruction 
of improvements to. beautiful and 
substantial homes.

$800,000,000 INTERNAL LOAN 
UNDER SOVIET 5-YEAR PLAN 


Money to Be Used to Complete 518 
Factories and 1040 Tractor 
Stations, 

By the Aseociated Press. 

MOSCOW, June 10.—The Gov- 
ernment today announced the float- 
ing #f a new internal loan of 1,600,- 
000,000 rubles (about $800,000,000) 
“for the purpose of completing 518 
new factories in 1931, finishing 
1040 tractor stations and fulfilling 
the five-year plan as a whole in 
four years.” 

It is called the “third and de- 
cisive year lon” and will be issued 
in two parts, one drawing 10 per 
cent and the other giving buyers 
‘ottery privileges instead of inter- 
est. All the bonds are of 50 rubles 
denomination. 

The Young Communists’ League 
of more than 2,000,000 members 
has pledged to subscribe on the 
basis of at least one bond a mem- 
ber. 

With last year’s 1,120,000,000 ru- 
bles loan, the new issue brings the 
internal indebtedness to 6,500,000,- 
000 rubles. The new loan is in line 
with the Government's policy to 
issue no currency in 1931. 


RATE OF RETURN OF POWER 
FIRM CUT TO 7 PER CENT 


District of Columbia Utilities Com- 
mission Orders Use of Excess 
Profit to Reduce Price,

WASHINGTON, June 10.—The 


Public Utilities Commission of the 
District of Columbia, which con- 


trols electric rates under a sliding 
scale arrangement, has issued an 
order reducing the approved rate 
of return of the local electric pow- 
er company from 7% to 7 per cent. 
The order stipulates that half of 
any profits in excess of the ap- 
proved return shall be applied to 
rate reduction in the following 
year if not more than 8 per cent 
is earned; that three-quarters shall 
be so applied if the earnings are 
between & aud 9 per cent, and five- 
sixths if they run more than 9 per 
cent.

72 CHICAGO BANKS 
N OUTLYING AREAS 
CLOSE IN 3 DAYS 


Northwestern Trust With 
Dc->sits of $14,600,000 
Largest of Group to Fail 
to Open. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June 10.—The North- 
western Trust & Savings Bank, one 
of the largest on the Northwest 
Side, failed to open today as the 
resultof heavy withdrawals the ast 
two days. Deposits as of March 
25 were $14,600,000. 

The bank was one of the chain 
affiliated with the Foreman-State 
national group, whose $200,000,- 
000 in resources were absorbed 
Monday by the First National Bank. 
Three other Foreman affiliates 
closed Monday, but one has since 
been absorbed. 

The Second Northwestern State 
Bank, with deposits of $3,200,000, 
and the Lincoln State Bank, whose 
deposits totaled $1,000,000, also 
closed today, making a total of 22 
closed this week as a result of the 
uneasiness created by the absorp- 
tion of the Foreman Bank by the 
First National and the merger of 
the National Bank of the Republic 
with the Central Trust Co. 

As Result of Merger. 

This situation developed after a 
dramatic week-end in La Salle 
street banking which culminated 
in the announcement that the First 
National Bank would take over the 
Foreman-State. The rapid decline 
in Foreman-State stock had indi- 
cated this depository (the third 
largest in the city) was in diffi- 
culties. The Foreman-State was 
the depository for city, county and 
State funds. 

The Central Trust also merged 
with the Nationa: Bank of the Re- 
public over the week-end. This 
consolidation had been anticipated. 

While the First National's ab- 
sorption of the Foreman-State 
cleared the banking situation in 
the loop, it left outlying banks af- 
filiated with the Foreman inter- 
ests without assurances of big bank 
support. Uneasiness of depositors 
and necessary readjustments led 
to the 22 closings.

HOUGHTON WARNS NATIONS 
GERMANY MAY COLLAPSE 


All Concerned, Not U. 


S. Alone, Must Join, if 


Aid Is to Be Effective, Declares 
Former Ambassador. 


By the Associated Press. 
PITTS | 


BURG, June 10.—Finan- 
cial and economic collapse of Ger- 
many would have far reaching ef- 
fects on the world, and any remis- 
sion of war debts on the part of the 
United States “‘would be swallowed 
up like a drop in a bucket,” with 
little if any direct effect upon ex- 
isting world conditions. Alanson 
B. Houghton, former Ambassador 
to Germany and Great Britain, de- 
clared here yesterday. 

“I cannot think of anything more 
unfortunate for the world than the 
collapse of Germany at the present 
moment,” he said. “That collapse, 
unless some help is extended her, 
must not be regarded either as im- 
possible or perhaps far removed.” 

The former Ambassador spoke at 
commencement exXercises at the 
Carnegie Institute of Technology. 
His address dealt entirely with Ger- 
many’s financial condition and pay- 
ment of the nation’s war debts. 

“When the nations are spending 
to the tune of $12,000,000,000 dol- 
lars per year, it is difficult to be- 
lieve that the $200,000,000 coming 
to us stand between them and pros- 
perity,” he said. 


Debt. Remission View. 

“Even if we renounced our war 
debt, we have no possible reason 
to assume that such a remission 
would benefit in the slightest those 
we might be willing to relieve. De- 
spite the depression. their expendi- 
tures show no signs of decreasing. 

“I think we must conclude, there- 
fore, from this more general point 
of view, that, even if we remitted 
the payments now coming to us, 


our action would have little, ir any, > 


direct effect upon existing -vorld 
conditions of depression and unem- 
ployment.” 

The Allied Nations, he said, “are 
not groaning unde: the burden of 
what they owe us. They pay us 
nothing. They act merely as trans- 
fer agents, and pay us out of the 
reparation payments they have 
forced Germany to pay them.” 

Must Act Together. 

Relief for Germany, if it {ts to 
be afforded by remission or suspen- 
sion of her reparation paymients 
for two years or five years, or un- 
til her economic and financial sit- 
uation is sufficiently improved to 
enable her again to take up the 
burden of those payments without 
probable collapse, he said, ‘‘must 
be afforded by all the nations con- 
cerned and not by America alone.” 

“I have tried not to paint the 
situation in Germany in too lurid 
colors,” he said. “That would be 
merely to mislead you, and that I 
am far from wishing to do. But I 
do want you to realize how serious 
the situation may Becume and to 
emphasize that, 12 years after the 
war, the situation is not improv- 
ing and may be changing for the 
worse. Germany, I am inclined to 
believe, has beer pushed about as 
far as she can go.” 


WAR DEBT PAYMENTS TO 
U. S. ABOUT 2 PER CENT OF 
DEBTOR NATIONS’ BUDGETS 


HE annual war debt pay- 

ments to the United States 

by foreign countries vary 
somewhat from year to year. 
These debts have been funded 
on a 62-year basis, requiring 
yearly payment son principal, 
with interest. 


The total due the United 
States in the fiscal year which 
will end June 30, 1932, is ap- 
proximately $246,610,380—prin- 
cipal, $62,349,946; interest on 
current and outstanding install- 
ments, $184,260,434., 

This total of $246,610,380 
compares with a national 
budget of more than $4,000,- 
000,000, and is thus only 6 per 
cent of the sum the nation is ex- 
pected to receive and spend, the 
bulk of the receipts coming 
from income taxes, internal rev- 
enue taxes and customs. 

The war debt payments to the 
United States are only about 2 
per cent of the combined 
budgets of the debtor nations, 
cotaling about $12,000,000,000. 

Comparison of payments to 
the United States for the calen- 
der year 1931 with Germany’s 
reparation payments during 
that jar shows that if the 
United States canceled all war 
debts and the allies relieved 
. Germany of the amount of the 
cancellation Germany would 
still have to pay the allies near- 
ly $170,000,000 during the year. 
The war debt and interest pay- 
ments due the United States for 
the year are only $228,156,250, 
while Germany’s reparation ob- 
ligations call for payment of 
$398,075,000 to the allies. 
France, paying onty $40,000,000 
to the United States, will receive 
$209,600,000 from Germany. 


GANDHI 10 GO TO LONDON 


To Attend Round Table Regardless 
of Hindu-Moslem Dispute.

NOTE DSAPPONTS 
POPE, HE PREPARES 
ANSWER TO ITAL 


Pius XI Declares What Has 
Happened ‘‘Does Not En- 
title Country to God's 
Benediction,”

ROME, June 10.—The Fascist 


Government's answer to the Vati- 
can’s notes of protest on tne disso- 
lution of Catholic youth clubs and 


violence by Fascist studcnats disap- 
pointed the Vatican. After reading 
the reply, Pope Pius XI told a 
group of pilgrims to pray for Italy 
because.“what happened does not 
entitle the country to God's bene- 
dietion.” 

The Vatican reply is being draft- 
ed, but probably will not be deliv- 
ered immediately. The Marchese 
Pacelli, the Pope's legal adviser and 
unofficial representative in infor- 
mal negotiations, conferred this 
morning with his brother, Eugenio 
Carinal Pacelli, papal Secretary of 
State. 

Although the atmosphere has 
been cleared to some extent Ift is 
thought likely that exchanges of 
notes will continue for some time. 

Gist of Italian Note. 

The reply was delivered yester- 
day by Count de Vecchi, Italian 
Ambassador to the Vatican. De- 
scribing Fascist attacks on Catho- 
lic property and reflections on the 
Pope as “spontaneous outbursts” of 
youth, the note expressed regret 
and promised that the~- culprits 
would be punished. The incidents 
were attributed to the Fascists’ be- 
lief that their affairs were being 
encroached on by Vatican follow- 
ers. 

The Gore>zment maintained that 
the Catholic Action Society and af- 
filiates had viclated the Lateran 
treaty and concordat by pursuing 
political purposes. The Pope him- 
self, the reply said, had violated 
the accords, He trespassed on Gov- 
ernment functions, the reply said, 
and his public comments amounted 
to prejudgment of official acts by 
a foreign power. 

At any rate, both sides have 
clearly stated their position, it is 
deemed probable that negotiations 
leading toward a working compro- 
mise will now gather force. Church 
and state both appear anxious to 
reach an agreeaien?. 

It is unlikely that the Vatican 
will receive any formal apology 
since the Italian Government is 
said to regard the recent anti-Cath- 
olic demonstrations as unfortunate 
but inevitable.

Wages and Prosperity. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
NYONE who has lived in recent 


years in a small rural community 
contiguous to an industrial district has, 
no doubt, often heard something like the 
following expressed by farmers: No coal 
minér is worth $8 a day even though he 
does work underground. Why, we have 
to pay our school teacher $125 a month, 
and no teacher is worth so much. The 
wage earners will have to work for less, 
_ because the farmer has to pay too much 
for what he has to buy, just because la- 
bor is so high. Incidentally, this was the 
contention of the manufacturers and 
middlemen also. At that time the farm- 
ers, the manufacturers and the middle- 
mén were prosperous. 

Now the Utopia that the farmers 
wished for is here. They have school 
teachers for $75 a month; they have a 
few coal miners for $5 a day and thou- 
sands entirély idle. They have plenty of 
cheap labor, and prospects of bumper 
crops this year, and fair crops have been 
harvested every year recently with the 
exception of some sections last year, but 
the farmers are broke, because they re- 
ceive ridiculously low prices for their 
products, simply because the wage earn- 
ers have not been earning enough to buy 
these products. : 

It seems incredible that farmers, man- 
ufacturers and middlemen persist in 
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their myopic way to treat labor as a 
commodity. Workers do not even ask 
to be treated like human beings. Just 
treat the wage earners as valuable cus- 
tomers, and we will have prosperity. No 
one can rob his customer and retain him 
as a customér. Therefore, there can be 
no prolonged Utopia of high prices and 
relatively low wages, because when such 
a condition exists the customers are be- 
ing robbed.

The first mile and a half of Turkey

Either by leasing, as in the case of 
Turkey Creek, or by act of Legislature, 
certain segments of streams in every 
Missouri county should be set aside as 
natural hatcheries and nurseries for fry 
and fingerlings.

they may be settled without trial by the acceptance 
of a plea of guilty to a lesser offense than the one 
charged. These matters are largely within the dis- 
cretion of the prosecutor. He can decide which of- 
fenses are to be prosecuted, which laws are to be en- 
forced. This power makes his position crucial in the 
administration of the criminal law. 
Because he can stop prosecutions, the Prosecuting 
Attorney’s office becomes a political prize and or- 
ganized law breakers find it to their interest to con- 
trol it. He is subjécted to political pressure. The 
appointment of his subordinates becomes a matter 
of patronage. Usually his staff is composed of young 
beginners. And its rate of turnover ts high. The 
equipment, organization, system and methods of the 
prosecutor’s office are generally defective. His sal- 
ary is low, his term of office short and his tenure un- 
certain. Because his office is elective, he frequently 
adopts an ineffective, perfunctory routine for the 
general run of cases and seeks publicity by the spec- 
tacular treatment of exceptional, sensational cases. 
The prosecutor. combines the functions of investi- 
gator, magistrate, solicitor and advocate. His work 
as an investigator gives rise to sensational publicity 
and reacts adversely on the quality of his work as 
a lawyer. At the same time, the policeman, the 
Sheriff, the Coroner and the prosecutor each goes his 
own way. There is no organization which compels 
the agencies of law enforcement to co-operate. The 
administration of the law is decentralized. The local 
prosecutor is independent of central control. The 
result is a diffusion of responsibility which often 
results in failures of enforcement. 

The commission’s program of reform calls for bet- 
ter selection, longer tenure and higher pay for the 
prosecutor and his staff. It also recommends the cre- 
ation in each state of a central executive office be- 
yond the reach of local politics for the direction of 
prosecutions, and the unified control of the state’s 
entire machinery of law enforcement. Such an office, 
built upon the model of the Federal Department of 
Justice, might well be expected to increase the effec- 
tiveness of the administration of justice and prevent 
the continued escape from punishment of large num- 
bers of law breakers. 
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JUST AS WE THOUGHT. 

It is just as we thought all along. The Russians 
are going to admit the Rev. Dr. John Haynes Holmes. 
Word from the Soviet Foreign Office announces a 
passport visa has been sent to him. We doubted 
last week that the rejection order would stand. How 
they could keep out a man who has done them so 
much good in this country was hard to see. As yet 
details have not come from Moscow, but we have 
our own explanation of the whole affair. Some six- 
teenth assistant clerk in the Foreign Office at work 
on the list of visa applicants came across the “Rev.” 
in front of Dr. Holmes’ name and checked him off 
as persona non grata without knowing that he was 
one of the liberal leaders of New York. Then as 
soon as the slip came to the attention of the higher- 
ups restitution was speedily made. Now we are 
ready for two more news announcements, to-wit, 
assignment of the clerk to the task of making small 
rocks out of large ones and the placing of Stalin’s 
private car at Dr. Holmes’ disposal. 
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JUSTICE SCORES IN CALIFORNIA. 

The sentencing of eight men to terms of three to 
42 years in prison for organizing exploited field labor 
in the Imperial Valley recently was cited by a writer 
as typical of California’s conceptions of social jus- 
tice. Writing under the title, “Is California Civil- 
ized?” his article appeared in the Nation, and was 
reprinted in part on this page. Frank Spector and 
seven fellow organizers were the victims of these 
severe sentences. 

California’s reputation for a feudal attitude toward 
labor now is somewhat brightened by the District 
Court of Appeals’ action in freeing Spector and 
striking out two of the three charges against five 
of the others. Their convictions on charges of mem- 
bership in the Communist party and of conspiracy 
have been voided, leaving only the charge of advocat- 
ing doctrines forbidden by the State syndicalism 
law. This will be appealed to the State Supreme 
Court. The two other prisoners were paroled and 
will be deported to Mexico. To the charge that vio- 
lence was advocated at union meetings, the defend- 
ants replied that no one advocated it save detectives 
planted in the organization. Such use of agents pro- 
vocateurs is nothing new in California labor fights. 
The decision will go far toward establishing the 
right of organization by the Imperial Valley “slaves,” 
as investigatorg have called them. This action, with 
the United States Supreme Court’s recent ruling on 
the State’s red flag law, gives hope of relief from 
California’s notorious suppression of civil rights.

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LEARNING FROM A COMPETITOR. 

The Duchess of Atholl complains that 5,000,000 per- 
sons in Russia were forcibly deported to places where 
their labor was required. It would probably not be 
difficult to find 6,000,000 to 8,000,000 in the United 
States who would be happy to be “deported” under 
such conditions, and it is likely that no force would 
have to be used. 
She also complains that prisoners in penal camps 
are to be employed in a manner that will best yield a 
profit and that their rations are to depend on the 
work done. We venture the opinion that this is a 
good idea also. We are paying heavy penalties socially 
and economically for idleness in penitentiaries. 
It is time for the critics of Russia to open their 
eyes wide enough to get the benefit of some of the 
intelligent things that are being done by these inter- 
national outcasts who have adopted the five-year plan, 
communal farming, old age insurance, extensive pub- 
lic works and guarantees against unemployment, and 
have found out how to make convicts pay their own 
board. It is permissible to disagree utterly and com- 
pletely with their form of government and at the 
same time to observe carefully the sensible things 
they do. We venture the assertion that the Duchess 
was drawing very enthusiastically upon her imagina- 
tion when she describes as “deportation” the trans- 
portation of 5,000,000 men from places where work is 
scarce to places where employment is guaranteed. 
The idea of communism is so repugnant to the 
judgment of the average man in America that the 
theories of communism have made very little head- 
way. This will continue to be the condition only so 
long as our business men are willing to profit by 
what they can learn from Russia and cease inventing 
arguments as specious as those of the Duchess of 
Atholl. 
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A GOOD WORD FOR AN OLD ENEMY.

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ILLINOIS NEEDS MORE WINDOWS. 

That distant time when a young son of the prai- 
rie wilderness worked his sums and re-read his few 
books by firelight comes rushing back with the an- 
nouncement that 2,000,000 residents of Illinois—one- 
fourth of the State’s population—are without library 
facilities. Ten counties—Henderson, Putnam, Cal- 
houn, Clinton, Effingham, Jasper, Pulaski, Pope, Gal- 
latin and Hardin—have no libraries and 34 have only 
one each. Many others are little better equipped. 
To remédy the situation, Secretary of State Stratton, 
whose office includes a library extension division, 
and a score of interested organizations are asking 
the Legislature for $25,000 for a three-year period. 
Well may the Legislature give it, for nothing is more 
commonplace now than that money spent for educa- 
tion also serves to reduce the amount which must be 
spent for corrective agencies and institutions. Some- 
one has said that a home without books is like a 
house without windows. As the house of Illinois 
stands now, a large part of its rooms have no win- 
dows. 
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A BRITON’S BOUQUET. 

The bootleggers of America. at their next annual 
convention, will, we hope, formally acknowledge the 
handsome compliment paid them by the British nov- 
elist, J. B. Priestley. In a tour of “the States” that 
started inauspiciously at Long Island and ended dis- 
appointingly at Hollywood, the wandering Briton has 
publicly informed a London audience that the whisky 
in America, “while raw, is not poisonous.”

ONTROVERSIES between the President 
Cana the Senate have become so numer- 
ous in recent years that they have al- 
most ceased to be news. That they ‘still re- 
tain first-page potentialities is due to the 
more or less piquant aspects of the squab- 
ble which happens to be raging at the mo- 
ment rather than to any particular interest 
in the fundamental fact that two great 
agencies of the same government are ar- 
rayed in oppositian to each other. 


Nowhere, perhaps, save in the United 


States could this situation prevail without. 


serious conseqhences—if, indeed, it can 
long ioutanee be prevail here. Imagine the 
plight of a British Government, for instance, 
with the House of Commons—or the Lords 
in the days when they held a real veto 
power—voting day after day in opposition 
to the proposals of the Prime Minister. 
Either the Prime Minister or the recalti- 
trant legislative majority would be removed 
promptly, by the resignation of the one or 
the defeat of the other at the polls. 

When a condition of this kind persists 
over many years without regard to the lines 
normally drawn by partisan politics, it must 
grow out of some deep-seated cause. The 
cause is that the Constitution of the United 
States was framed to meet a situation 
which has changed radically. 

Originally conceived as a safeguard 
against radical legislation, a citadel for the 
defense of vested interests, the Senate today 
is what the House was designed to be; 
namely, a forum of the common people 
responsive almost instantly to the gusts and 
whirlwinds of public opinion. Meanwhile 
the House, by the operation of the same un- 
derlying factors, has become steadily more 
and more conservative whité the President 
has developed from the glorified executive 
Secretary, as he was conceived by the fram- 
ers of the Constitution, into a ruler whose 
actual powers cannot be matched by those 
of any constitutional monarch in the world 
today. 


The Senate has been doing exactly the 
opposite. The net result is that the Presi- 
dent and the House now represént one ec- 
onomic viewpoint while the Senate repre- 
sents another, and this divergence, being 
based on economics more than political 
principles, is quite likely to continue re- 
gardless of the nominal political complexion 
of Congress or the partisan affiliations of 
the President. Thus when the Senate ful- 
minates in: favor of a particular brand of 
farm relief, only to be blocked by a hostile 
House and President, it merely means thet 
all three are being true to their respective 
constituencies, 

-Without the restraining influence of the 
Senate it is quite conceivabié that the cén- 
servatism of the House and the presidency 
might run amuck. More and more the Sen- 
ate is becoming a national watch tower. 
Some, observers have referred to it as the 
keeper of the king’s conscience because of 
its penchant for offering gratuitous advice 
to the President on all imaginable occasiéns. 
Perhaps it is more of a devil’s advocate; 


any President who can emerge from its sur- 


veillance unscathed is certainly entitled to 
political canonization. . 


Notwithstanding its ability to make it- 


self ridiculous at times, the Senate serves 
a most wholesome purpose. Its record in 
the exposufe of governmental evils during 
the past decade is imposing. The unsavory 
oil scandals, the maladministration of the 
Departmént of Justice and the Veterans’ 
Bureau, and the purchase of elections in 
Pennsylvania and Illinois were all dragged 
to light by its investigating committees. That 
the same results might have been achieved 
by the executive branch of the Government 
through normal] legal processes is beside 
the point. The results did not materialize 
until the Senate got busy. 

Senate rules which permit unlimited de- 
bate and open the way to filibusters in 
short sessions are frequently criticised as 
inimical to the efficient transaction of gov- 
ernment business. Doubtless the rules have 
been abused, but it is also true that but 


for these same rules the country itself might | 


have been abused on more than one occa- 
sion. In an organization in which there 
is concentrated the tremendous power pos- 
sessed by the Government of the United 
States, it is well to have a restraining in- 
fluence. 

If such a compilation were possible. it is 
likély that the bad bills which the Senate 
has killed because of its freedom of debate 
would far outnumber the good bills which 
met the same fate. After all, the delay 
which may be forced by Senate filibusters 
seldom amounts to more than an oppor- 
tunity for a cooling-off process,

Presidents operate at a marked advan- 
tage in their perennial duels with the Sen- 
ate, and with a minimum of political sa- 
gacity in the White House the latter can 
nearly always come off victorious. In the 
first place, the President acts by himself 
and thus is insured of perfect co-ordina- 
tion of his maneuvers so long as he has a 
clear idea of his own objective. He is both 
the general] and the army. Opposed to him 
are 96 generals and no army. 

Suppose the President is seeking Senate 
confirmation for one of his appointees to 
public office. Every Senator who opposes 
the nomination knows that he is running 
the risk that the President will not listen 
to his recommendations when other ap- 
pointments are in the making. Since Fed- 
eral patronage is the backbone of political 
machines to which many Senators owe their 
elections, this is an important weapon in 
—" hands of the President disposed to use 

If it is some particular piece of legisin- 
tion which the President desires, he can 
use the same weapon to whip Senators in- 
to line. Moreover, he is likely to have the 
House on his side, and in that case he can 
nearly always bring the Senate into line. 
The Senate can be confronted with the 
choice between what the President and the 
House want and no legislation at all. The 
enactment of the Hawley-Smoot tariff bill 
was an excellent illustration of this sys 
tem. That bill could not have been passed 
oni gy some Democratic votes in the Sen- 
ate. 

When that can be done on such an issue 
as the tariff, the implication is plain that it 
must be an indefensible proposal indeed 
which a President cannot force the Senate 
to accept,

N incomprehensible sugges- 

tion constantly appearing is 
that our taxpayers should pay 
the nations of Europe billions 
of dollars for disarming. This 
is presumably by a cancellation 
of their debts. It is difficult to 
connect cancellation and disarm- 
ament. 


In the first place, Europe 
agreed with Germany in the 
Versailles treaty to disarm. 
That was part of the considera- 
tion for German disarming. ‘To 
Say the agreement was only to 
initiate disarmament is close to 
a quibble over words. ‘The whole 
spirit of the treaty is reduced 
armaments. There is no provis- 
ion that we should pay for it, 

In the next place, the only 
logica] reason why one nation 
should make any payment. to 
another in relation to arma- 
ments is when they are to be in- 
creased by the receiving nation 
for the benefit of the paying 
nation, Our people believe in 
the principle of disarmament as 
a method of peate and relief 
from the burdens of expense 
armaments impose. We have 
disarmed or. land and surren- 
dered our place on the sea. We 
wanted less uaval strength than 
others demanded. The sugges- 
‘tion that we should pay foreign 
nations for doing them the fa- 
vor of belping them reduce 
their armament costs is hard to 
understand.

Width of Pavement. 

The State proposes first to lay 
a 40-foot concrete pavement be- 
tween North and South road and 
Bellefontaine, 30 feet between Bel- 
lefontaine and the Missouri River 
and 20 feet between the river and 
Wentzville.

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WILETAM FREDERICK DENNING, 
NOTED ASTRONOMER, 82, DIES 


English Scient!st Discoverer of Five 
Comets and Measurer of Speed 
of Shooting Stars.

BRISTOL, England, June 10.— 
William Frederick Denning, 82 
years old, noted British astrono- 
mer, died here Jast night. 


Denning, a fellow of the Royal 
Astronomical Society of Great Bri- 


tain, and also of the Royal Astron- 
omical Society of Canada, was 
noted for his observations and dis- 
coveries of meteoric phenomena, 
He began the study of astronomy 
in 1865, discovered five comets, 
some new nebulae, and made 
studies of the surface markings 
and rotation periods of Mars, Jupi- 
ter and Saturn. 

His calculations of the heights 
and velocities of fireballs and 
shooting stars, made from 1884 to 
1926, recently enabled Prof. Linde- 
man and Dr. Dobson to make im-
